However, after review of the 
amendments made on February 13, 2006 and subsequent office action mailed on May 19, 2006 and the response to the arguments 
provided in the office action and the same argument being presented by the applicant in the after final filed October 12, 2006. The 
examiner would like to recapture the arguments hat were presented to the applicant below and; 

Whitehouse clearly discloses the use of the secure central storage as it is disclosed (See Whitehouse column 10, line 45-column 1 1 , line 
29). It is clearly stated that the use of secure central computer is for the safe keeping of the . account records of every meter and user 
accounts related to such virtual meter. It Is a well understood and practiced by one skill in the art that secure storage is clearly storage that 
is secure from access by unauthorized users, such secure storage is achieved by encrypting the data within the database as it has been 
clearly stated by the Whitehouse (See Whitehouse column 4, lines1-50) also it is the physical security of such data that is required by the 
USPS as well. Whitehouse clearly states all the limitations stated by the applicants in its claimed invention as part of the original USPS 
requirements that are well known to one skill In the art. However, the examiner has provided additional art to further clarify the 
understanding of state of the art and the claimed limitations. ] 

Therefore, the examiner does not believe that the claims are allowable, as they have been presented in their current form..
